February return which has been issued during the week. It is quite true 
that the return gives the number of aliens arriving in February, and not 
stated to be en route for America, as 1,983 against 970 in February, 1899. 
But it must not be forgotten, as indeed the return points out, that all aliens 
not stated to be en route for America do not necessarily come here for resi- 
dence, *‘ there being, in fact, a large emigration of foreigners from this 
country, while many of the aliens arriving from Continental ports return to 
the Continent.” 


What exactly has caused the sudden accession of passengers 


The from the Continent to England it is not, of course, easy to 
fe es point out with only the one-sided return before us, although 
| we note that the increase hasnot been only from those ports 

from which destitute aliens are supposed to arrive, but has been practically general 
from every port to every port. 


Thus, the numbers arriving during last month 
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against 310 in February 1895, but the number that debarked at London from 
Rotterdam, Amsterdam, and Aritwerp were 175 in 15%, as against 51 in 
1895, whilst the arrivals at Hull from undenomipated ports was LOl against

just possible, nevertheless, that the increase of immigration 
to England is not unremotely connected with the promise 
in the Queen's Speech of a measure for “ checking the 


importation of aliens.” We have pointed out all along that so soon as & 
country advertises itself by restrictive measures as being a desirable place to 
migrate to, migration takes place. And. of course, this view is accentuated 
when restrictive legislation seems imminent. The (ueens Speech is 
not read in the same light on the Continent as it is in England, On the 
Continent, it is regarded in the light of an ukase or a proclamation, but 
nothing is known of the fact that the Queen's Speech is merely @ Ministerial 
statement, or of the undercurrents of political influence which in reality 
dictate it. So that a number of persons who contemplated immigrating to 
England may have decided to take time by the forelock and to come here 
before any legislation, involving harassing examinations and annoying 
espionage, came into force. 


After all it may be the 
The weather. This February was an exceptionally mild one, 
Weather, Whilst in February 1895 we were in the depth of a particu- 


larly severe winter, and the Baltic ports were frozen fast. 
Hence the Immigration noted in the Board of Trade returns for February 
1895 was comparatively light. The figures for the last four years are 1895, 
1942: 1894, 1642: 1895, 970; 1896, 1983. So that it wonld look as if 
the abnormal month was not last month but February 1895, and that by 
reason of the hard weather which prevailed. Immigration however cannot be 
taken without careful comparison with emigration, nor can one month's return 
be regarded as indicative of any general movement, At least, it is satisfactory 
to note that the communal institutions, which would feel the first onrush of 
anything like a destitute alien invasion have not since the commencement of 
the year experienced any abnormal pressure. This is, at least, fair evidence 
that whatever may be the meaning of the increase in immigration during 
February, 150, as compared with February, 1895, the immigration is not 
of that character which the measure announced by the Government is specially 
designed to minimise. :

During the past week or two, much attention has been called 
to the circumstance that 186 is a leap year, and that 
curiously enough there will not be another leap year for 
eight years. The cause of this phenomenon is the fact that 
the Astronomical year consists of 365) days, less eleven minutes and nine 
seconds, If the year consisted of exactly 365} days, we should require a 
leap year—which would give an extra day to lebruary—once every four 
years ; but the difference of eleven minutes and nine seconds amounts to three- 
quarters of a day in a century, or three days in four centuries. Hence the 
rule that in every 400 years, three of the centurial years are not leap years, 
and one is—viz , every fourth century. The year 100 not being a fourth 
century, will, therefore, not be a leap year. It will be of interest to compare 
with this method of arranging the calendar, which dates from the reformation 
of Pope Gregory in 1582, the Jewish system, and the more so as next Sunday 
is the Ist Nisan, a date which practicallly regulates the entire calendar of 
feasts and fasts. The peculiarity of the Jewish calendar is its double character. 
It is both a lunar and a solar system, The lunar year consists of twelve 
lunar months, amounting in all to 354 days, 8 hours, 48 minutes, 38 seconds, 
Bat the solar year consists of 365 days, 5 hours, and a fraction, Now, it is 
found that in nineteen years the difference between the solar and lunar years 
amounts to nearly 207 days. It becomes necessary, therefore, to add a whole 
month seven times in every nineteen years, in order to bring the two kins of year 
into agreement, This period of nineteen years is known as a minor lunar cyc'e, 
or the Metonic cycle, it having been borrowed from the Greek astronomer, 
Meton. Therefore, in the Jewish calendar an intercalary month is added every 
third, sixth, eighth, eleventh, fourteenth, seventeenth and nineteenth year: after 
which the cycle commences again. Further, as the addition of seven montis in 
the course of 19 years would not exactly equalise the lunar and solar years, 
the addition to be made to each leap year only amounting to about 29) days,

. I bid my fellow-ministers take warning hy my misfortune. If they would 
have easy and qaiet times, let them not hold, and still less declare, and least of 
all, poblish unpopular opinions. 

But perhaps my fellow-ministers cet, as I do, little value on ease and qniet, 
and rate much higher the discharge cf their duty as teachers and guides. ‘Then 
they will speak out, as I have done, when they see zeal out-running discretion, 
even if such zeal be the zeal of rulers, and when they see unwisdom committed, 
even it it be committed by important communities. 

Especially my trovher ministers will be united in resisting the new “ Cherem ” 
by which we are threatened.

Sir.—It seems to me that what has aroused the ire of Mr. J. Pinto, as 
distilled in his letter which appeared in last Friday's Jews Cironicle, is the 
fact that the Rev. G. J. Emanue! has pressed the action of the Glasgow 
congregation to its logical issue. Far from regretting, like Mr. Pinto, the 
publication of the Rev, gentleman's sermon, I consider that the latter was 
absolutely necessary as a corrective to the decision which has given rise to this

deeply immersed in the mire of his sordid and scoundrelly profession. It is 


certain that nothing cap be done by whipping him out of it. Rather let the social 


stigma and degradation placed upon the craft by the powerful verdict of public 
opinion gradually do its work.

AUDITING OF THE ACCOUNTS OF JEWISH INSTITUTIONS. 
Sin,—lIn reply to the letter of the Rev.S. Singer concerning the professional 
auditing at Jewish Charities and Iastitut ons, whilst perfectly agreeing wit) 
him that tue majority of our large and also our smaller Charities should be 


audited by professional accountants, there may be circumstance sconnected with » 


some Institutions where this course might not be absolutely necessary. 

The Rev. S. Singer is evidently unaware that at least twenty-five of our 
Charities avail themselves of the services of chartered account ants, either in the 
auditing or in the preparation of their accounts; these number amongst them 
both synagogues and schools. So far as | am aware, many of our larger 
Charities do not place their audit in the hands of the profession, and although 
the Constituent Synagogues of the United Synagogue and the U aited Synagogue 
do not have their various accounts audited prof-ssionally, for many years past 
the Treasurers have availed themselves of one of the profession in the prepara- 
tion of the Annual Account and Budget. 

The employment of a professional man in ali cases may not be an absolute 
necessity, and the special circumstances of each case render it a matter for the 
contributors and mianaging bodies to consider and decide as to the propmety of 
being satisfied with a lay auditor, who may or may not have the r.«quisite 
experience,

THE CHEVRA KADISHA 


It was a happy thought that inspired the founders of the “ Holy Brotherhood ” 
to commemorate their existence by the holding of an annual religious celebration, 
and it was a still happier thought which suggested a change of venue for every 
celebration. The first annual service was held fittingly enough last year at tiv 
(ireat Synagogue. This year with equal appropriateness the celebration took 
place at the New West End Synagogue, the place of worship with which the 
zealous founder, Mr. Arthur E. Franklin, is so intimately connected. Community 
of worship is a powerful factor in welding together the boad of solidarity uniting 
the members of a body possessed of identical aims and ideale. In the case of 
the Chevra Kedisba a solemn annual service is singularly appropriate. To meet 
together in solemn conclave for the purpose of confirming their vows and 
reconsecrating their self-imposed service, affords no slight help and encourage 
ment to those who have undertaken the discharge of that most sacred of a)! 
functions—the ministering to the dying and the dead. The counsel of Koheleth, 
as to the moral eflicacy of a visit to the house of mourning fads ample response 
in our own human experience. No more wholesome stimulus, no more sobering 
influence on character can be exercised than in the participation of those tasks 
where we are confronted with the grim reality of things. ‘The strange mystery 
of our being becomes rounded with an added halo of spiritual light. Anything 
more chastening in its true religious aspect than the service of last Sunday | 
eannot conceive. It had all the inspiring solemnity of a most sacred function, 
and few could have Jeft the building in whom the glimmer of a Divine Hope 
wus not sensibly increased, 

The weather was in full keeping with the service. For three days a storm 
had raged and the furies of the wind, unchained from their familiar haunts, had 
evidently on that afternoon exhausted their efforts. Their dying music seemed 
the chant of a requiem for the devastation and ruin that their wantonness had 
wrought. Above the sky was hung with a sable mantle, across which the wind 
driven clouds, massed like armed squadrons, scudded along with unresting haste, 
and the whole heavens wore a dark and forbidding aspect. Withio the syna 
gogue, neither among the gentlemen in the body of the building nor among the 
few lies, who occupied the gallery, did the slightest shade of colour relieve the 
sombre dreas of the worshippers. All were in black. There is no hour so eerie 
as the transition hour of twilight, and under the dissolving shadows and increasing 
gloom of the fast falling night the effect of that solemn occasion was consider 
ably heightened. The synagogue, in its noble proportions, seemed to me never 
to have looked so stately or #0 truly a Sanctuary. Perhaps it was the occasion of 
the congregation that made me think so, for an unusual reverence and stillness 
prev 

The service, which was fully choral, was singularly impressive and beautiful. 
The extra pieces chosen were peculiarly appropriate, and were sung to the tradi 
tional melodies of the OD". ‘The sermon was preached by Mr, Singer, 
took his text from the Book of Rath: “ The Lord requite unto you the kindaes- 
which yon have done with the dead and with me.” The reverend gentleman 
spoke of 72% F1?"D3 as a phrase of human kindness and charity, for whicu no other 
language offered an equivalent. He eulogised the labour of love undertaken by 
the Brotherhood, a labour for which they could obtain no reward or recompense, 
but was dictated solely by a high sense of faith and humanity. Death and Rei 
gion were the two great levellers ; the former levelled dowa, the latter levelle 
up. In-an eloquent passage on the immortality of the soul, the preacher said that 
their prosence at the supreme moment, when life and death were sundered, « yuld 
riot but show them in every instance that the earthly treatment of the spirit was 
notail that existed of the light which shone and would shine until the perfec: 
day. There is no preacher who throws such a strong search-light into the nooks 
and crannies of the human soul, as doea Mr. Singer. He sounds to the uttermost 
depths the chords of human emotions and human passions, and in this sermon 
he excelled in his peculiar power. 

Out, befeath the starless vault of night, and mingling with the “ Drother- 
hood,” one could not help feeling that such a service is a much needed corrective 
for the gaieties and frivolities, the froth and foam so continually tossed up in the 
sea of life. But more than this is the kindlicr thought, closer sympathy, anu 
increased tendencies which are evoked for our fellow man, our brother companion, 
in the strange journey across this planet to the shores of Eternity. Jed.

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THE ANNUAL REPORT OF THE JEWISH B 
GUARDIANS. 

Despite what may appear to be a want of proportion he j 
Annual Report, for 1895, of the Jewish Board of Gard; 
avly drafted by Mr. Michael A. Green, the Hon. Secretary, is very satisfactor 
reading. There is a surplus on the year’s working of {625—owing to aa 
munificent donations of £1,050 from Mr. Daniel Marks and £1.000 and CAO 
from two other generous anonymous friends of the Board. On the other head 
the subscriptions show no tendency to increase, in fact there is a falling-off. 
owing, it is explained, to arrears of collection. 

But satisfactory as is the tinancial position of the Board, it is the figures 
relating to applications for relief that will excite most attention If these 
statistica could be presented with the same lucidity and con iseness with which 
Mr. Arthur Franklin has recast the financial statements. a reader in search of data 
and comparisons upon particular points would be grateful, For instance, that 
leading factor, the total number of applicants during the past year, Las to be 
searched for in an Appendix ere it is discovered, although the new cases—not to 
be confounded, as they often are, with fresh arriru/s<—of the year are properly 
given prominence in the Report. And now to the actual figures. In 
1894 the cases applying for relief numbered 4,794 against 5.157 in 
1xv4.. They were relieved more timer, owing no doubt to the 
more severe weather in the early part of 1895. Tue new cases showed fa 
decrease : 1,565, against 1,757. The analysis of the cases by nationalities is 
interesting. Of the total 4,794 cases relieved 524 were natives (increase of 5) 
105 Germans (decrease of 1%), 1,337 Russians and Poles (decrease of 208), $15 
batch (increase of 19) Of the new cases only 120 were Russians and Poles 
who arrived in this country in 1895, as against 257 (just doul le) in 1804, and of 
the total of 1,565 new cases, 1,215 were Russians and Poles. as compared with 
1.528 in 1894, “As usual,” the report points out, “a considerable number of 
these cases were either repatriated or emigrated to other countries. The number 
thus dealt with was 606, which deducted from the total of 1.565 shows that the 
net increase of new cases added to the books of the Board was {5%, against a 
total of 1,046 in the year 1894.” A matter of serious concern is the gradual 
increase in the fixed and Permaucce! allowances granted by the Board : and an 
ejually sad picture is suggested by the circumstance that the cases of widows 
relieved has shown a steady increase for some years past. Last year the 
number was 639, in 18094 570, and in 1885 it was 400 : and in 1875 there were 
only 206 relieved. Thus the number has nearly trebledin 20 years ; a mournfully 
disproportionate increase during that period. r 

In the Treasurers statement appended to the Report, attention is 
directed to all the various points connected with the finances of the Board 
in elaborate detail. The total revenue available for relief was £21,057, 
against £18 270 last year. The amount disbursed in direct relief waa £18 455, 
as against £16489 in 1894. The management charges were £2,354, a slicht 
increase over 1804. The item, it should be mentioned, is more than coverel 
by the revenue from investmente and the grant from the United Synagogue, so 


as been ve ry 


that the public can have the satisfaction of knowing that every penny contributed 
to the Board goes directly towards the relief of the poor. A significant table is 
given showing how the grant from the United Synagogue compares with the 
total expended in relief by the Board. In 1859, the vote of synagogues was 
t440, and the total relief £858 ; in 1852-3, the vote of synagogues was still about 
half. the figures being £725 and £1,498; in 1865 the respective amounts were 
£875 and £2,106. In 1871-2, the grant from the United Synagogue had increased 
to £1,273, whilst the total relief amounted to £5,069, but this year the synagogue 
vote is still £1,275, while the total has grown to £18,645. The donations in 
memoriam amounted to £449, and a special feature is now made of mentioning 
the dates of Jahrzeits in connection with gifts on these occasions. The funded 
property and real estate, of which the Board has full contro), is now valued at 
£42,987, an increase in capital value over actual cost of £4,200. 

In its concluding paragraphs pleasurable expression is given to the highly 
satisfactory nature of all the circumstances surrounding the erection of the new 
offices of the Board, a sketch of the exterior of which appeared in the Jewish 
Chronicle of December 27th last. The whole cost of the freehold site in 
Widegate Street and building is practically assured. This result bas been 
achieved without public appeal and without trespassing upon the funds of the 
Board. 

The report concludes as follows :— 

The Board will thus enter into occupation without cost, and remain in possession 
without rent, of offices which are believed to be admirably designed, as far as human 
foresight can discern, for the appropriate discharge of the Board's dutics towards the com- 
munity and the poor. In the interests of historical accuracy, the Board records that the 
inception anil realisation of this great scheme are in chief measure owing to the wisdom and 
industry of its President. To his influence was mainly due the collection of the necessary 
funds from a few generous donors, whose names will be gratefully and permanently 
exhibited in the new building. To its esteemed colleague, Mr. Barrow Kmannel, the Board 
renews the thanks contained in last years report, for his generosity in convey ing at cast 
price the valuable site he had personally acquired: and to Mr. Emanuel’s firm, Mesars. 
Davis and Emanuel, the Board begs t> express its admiration of the edifice they have 
reared, and its gratitude tothem for having rendered their professional services without any 
person il remune'ation whatever 

Phe approaching occupation of the new premises naturally inspires high hopes for the 
future ; but these are not the only sentiments that arise. [t is impossi! ¢ to vacate without 
a pang of emotion 13, Devonshire Square, which, as the home of the Board since the Tirst 
vear of its existence, is hallowed by cherished associations and recollections. The mitd 
instinctively reverts with gratitude and veneration to the past Presidents, Mr Ephraim 
Alex and Mr. Lionel Louis Cohen, MIP. and to others,who, in founding the Board, marked 
in epoch ih communal charitable administration The work they Deriny initiated has been, 
during thirty-seven years, carried on and developed by successive Boards and devoted 
officials with ever growing advantage to the poor. The erection of the new offices isa 
symbol of the confidence of the community. That thisconfidencecan only be justified and 
retained by sustained exertion, is recognised by the last words issuing from Devonshire 
Square recording the hope, that the wise an! merciful spint of the founders may animate 
the Board to all times, amd thus renler ita living embodiment of the true significance of 
Jewish charity.

ANNUAL BALANCE SHEET. 
Mr. A. E. Feankitn, the Treasurer, submitted the Statement of income 
and Expenditure in 13/5, He said that the first point which looked, on the face 
of it, satisfactory was that t»e statement of income showed a balance over that 
of the expenditure. but it was not quite so satisfictory as might be implied by 
that fact alone, Whilst the weekly relief expeuditure had been increasing, and 
would continue to increase, the income had also shown a satisfactcry increase in 
consequence of certain extraordinary items. £2,75') came from sources they could 
not expect to be regularly repeated, and therefvure, for the coming year, the 
position of the Loard wouid be worse, because of the increase of over £20 weekly 
in the relief expenditure. The subscriptions bad fallen off, and great dilliculty 
was, In some cases, experienced in collecting them when they became due. He 
hoped that subscribers would sign bankers’ orders bv which the work of collection 
was avoiced. The increase in the endowments for the Industrial and Loan 
Committee was very satisfactory, and had enabled these Commitfees to repay 
capital to the Board which in its turn had been enab'ed to repay £1,000) advanced 
by the bankers. Mr. Franklin said that be wished to ackaowledge the great 
assistance he had received from several gentiemen in keeping up a running audit 
of the accounts, not only maintaining agreater check upon them but also reducing 
the labour at the annual audit, He also wished to express his thanks to the 
staff, and especial’y to Mr. Stephany and Mr, Abrahams, who had rendered him 
material help. 
The Ba'ance Sheet having been adopted, a vote of thanks was passed to the 
Auditors, Messrs. Lionel Jacob and HU. G. Lousaaa, for their zealous and 
untiring devotion to the work of the Board, 


ANNUAL REPORT FOR 1895. 

The anaual reporis of the various Sub-committees were passed 

The CHAIRMAN said that chat the annual report which had been prepared 
by Mr. Michael A. Green was a wortby successor to the lest report. He hoped, 
aud he was sure the board agreed with him, that Mr, (;reen would for many 
years adorn the position he occupied, He had bestowed an enormous amount 
of iabour on the report, and it nad been subject of a careful acrutiny on the 
part of the h\ecutive Committee. It was a report worthy of the Justitution as 
well as of the author and in that belief he moved its adoption. 

Mr, l. LD. Mocatta seconded the motion, He said that the report had many 
merits. It was also shorter and therefcre more likely to be read. 

Considerabie discussion ensued in connection with the reference made in 
the report to defalcations by a late Investigating Officer who bad absconded. 
After an armencmeni had deen negatived, the Chairman stated that the executive 
would condense this portion of the report 

The report was then adopted and crdered to be circulated amongst the 
governors and subscribers.

Mr. Bensamin L. Couen in acknowledging the vot>, said that during the 
seven or eight years that he had occupied the position uf President, he did not 
think the duties had ever been mere anxious and more onerous than they were 
at present.

EAST LONDON INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL. 


The CUAIRMAN stated that he had received a letter from the Visitation 
Committee of the United Synagogue informing the Board that it was the 
intention of the Managers of the East London Industrial School to take steps 
concerning the abrogation of the arrangements made with thom for the Jewish 
boys.

ring to Christian doctrines, and the Superintendent particularly complained of the 
religious aud moral difficulties involved, Immediately the report was presented 
tothe Managers, he (Mr. Emanuel) communicated with the Visitation Com- 
mittee of the United Synagogue, and although he received a formal ackaow- 
ledgement cf bis letter he bad heard nothing since, It was a great pity thai 
the matter had not been taken up immediately.

Now that the Honorary Officers of the United Synagogue have shown 


themselves willing to meet Sir Samcet Mostace in a spirit of compromise. , 
there is every reason to believe that the East End Scheme will proceed 
‘pace. It will be remembered that the Report of the Executive which has 
been adopted by the Council of the United Synagogue proposes, in addition 
to the building of a synagogue in Commercia! Road and the removal of the 
present Beth Din and Beth Hamedrash to an adjacent site, the appointment — 
°! ministers whose whole time shall be devoted to the service of the East End |

has taken the lead in its inception, so far-reaching an undertaking is by no 
means the concern of that body alone. The Federation has a large if not the 
largest stake in its success. The Portuguese Congregation and Berkeley 
It is well, therefore, that the 
feature in the undertaking which will contribute most powerfully to its 


_ success is at present so undefined that it rests with all who are interested in 


the question to determine what shape it shall assume, 

That the social element must become the pivot upon which any 
satisfactory East End Scheme will revolve we have never ceased to urge 
during all the ten years that the idea has been before the public. By placing 


it prominently in their recommendations, the Executive of the United 
Synagogue seem to recognise the fact as well. 


The mere building of a 
synagogue, of whatever dimensions, and the removal of the Beth Din and 
- Beth. Hamedrash to its neighbourhood, would in themselves hardly constitute 


an East End Scheme, nor would the community as a whole be willing to 


extend financial and moral support to objects so circumscribed. Some of 
those best acquaiated with the needs of the East End declare that there is no 
necessity for the erection of a synagogue at all, the existing accommodation 
being more than sufficient for eleven months in the year to serve the wants 
of the Whitechapel district. Still, it must be admitted that the 
establishment of a synagogue on novel and democratic lines would 
without its use even in & well-supplied 
of worship. And there can be no question of the 
useful purpose it would serve if such synagogue and. the ministry 
attached to it formed part of a large social movement. 
the prominent feature would be, not the synagogue itself, but. the “ settle- 
ment ” of East lad workers attached thereto. Their residence would constitute 
a centre from which all kinds of missionary work would radiate. It has to 
be borne in mind, however, that when we talk of * missionary work” in this 
connection, we use the term ina special sense. There is not precisely the 
same need for such work among Jews as among the poor of other denomina- 
tions. Jews, however poor or uncouth, are not usually depraved, nor are they 
sunk in ignorance. The foreign Jew is thrifty, temperate, observant, in his 
_way, of religious practices, and even educated. But he sorely needs 
| Anglicising, and this is to bg «flected by a Jewish “ settlement” located 
‘in his very midst. Oaly workers who are willing to take up their residence 
among the foreign poor for a longer or shorter period can hope to understand 
their particular wants and to minister to them adequately. bot thongh 
casual visitors to the East End are less useful than permanent residents, we

It has been suggested that the large number of persons already engaged 
in teaching in East End denominational and Board Schools would 
furnish a nucleus for such a movement ; and we have no doubt that many

teachers of both sexes would be glad of the opportunity of living in congenial! 
surroundings near their occupation. A home in which they would be willing 
to give their leisure hours to social work would afford them this opportunity, 
and might be so managed as to be nearly, if not quite, self-supporting. 
Jewish clergymen, and students who are anxious to obtain the best of 


all experiences in clerical work, would at all times form an important section | 


of the residents. It goes without sayiag that there must be no attempt to 
ride roughshod over local prejidices. The Russian Jew may be drawn with 
silken threads to the adoption of English manners and customs, he cannot 
be forced or bullied into it. Therefore it is of essential importance that an 


East End settlement shall consist of Jewish ministers and workers who, 
understanding the foreign population, will show themselves sympathetic. 

Should such a settlement be organised on the lines of Toynbee Hall, or 
-eonnected with it in any way? For many reasons we do not think that 


Tovnbee Hall can quite furnish the pattern on which the new organisation 
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should be modelled. For one thing, Toynbee is undenominational, but a Jewish 
settlement must be a strictly denominational institution ; its tone must even 
be orthodox. Yet, as its objects are to Anglicise rather than to religionise the 
foreign community of Whitechapel, we see no reason why it should not connect 
itself in some way with the institution over which Canon Bannetr presides 
so successfully and with such eminent broad-mindedness. The organisation in 
Commercial Road might make some arrangement with Toynbee for the use 
of its classes, library, and yarious educational agencies, and in return place its 
meeting-hall at the disposal of the residents of Whitechapel The kindly 
relations thus established between the two settlements would be of great 
benefit to the Jewish But, in no circumstances, 
would there be anything in the nature of rivalry between them, because 
their sphere of operations would be distinct. 

If the un-defined portion of the Scheme be formulated on some 
such broad lines as these, it will hardly matter what size the synagogue 
assumes. Happily the Honorary Officers of the United Synagogue see 
their way to accepting, in a spirit of peace and conciliation, the views of the 
President of the Federation upon this minor point and with regard to the 
East End Scheme, 
that all sections of the community will hail so comprehensive a movement 
with welcome, and be prepared to extend to it the most generous assistance,

SPANISH AND PORTUGUESE SYNAGOGUE. 

The annual meeting of the Yehidim of the Spanish and Portugnese 
Congregation was held on Sunday at the Vestry Room, Heneage Lane. The 
attendance was extremely small, the number present, including the Chairman 
(Mr. A. Mocarra) and the Mahamad, not exceeding twerty. 

Messrs. Joshua M. Levy and Eustace A. Lindo, twoof the Parnassim, whose 
term of office is about to expire, were re-elected without opposition, 

The meeting then proceeded to consider the statement of reverue and 
expenditure (an abstract of which appeared in our last issue), and the Annual 
Report of the Mabamad. 

The Report, after dealing with the finances, states that the Elders have 
asked the Charity Commissioners to sanction the removal of the inmates of the 
Pacifico Almshouser, London Fields, to the almshouses recently erected in 
Devonshire Street, Mile End. The Scheme has been favourably received by the 
Commissioners, and there is every reason to believe that it will be sanctioned by 
them, but the necessary formalities have not yet been completed. As a new 
Finta (assessment on the members of the synagogue) had to be made for the 
service of 18.) and 187, the Elders have determined that £1,600 should be levied 
for each of tnese years, While regretting a falling-off in the receipts for the 
Finta of 1895, the returns of offerings for the year show, for the first time for 
some years, a tendency to increase. The Mabamad report the sale of the land 
at Mile End, adjoining the present Burial Ground, tothe Great Eastern Railway 
Company for the sum of £7). Having regard to the necessity of making 
provision for future burial purposes, an arrangement has been arrived at with 
the Council of the West London Synagogue tor the acquisition by the congre- 
gation of about eight acres of land at Golder’s Green, Hendon, of which four 
acres are at once to be laid out asacemetery. Plans of the Mortuary Hallsand 
Caretaker’s Lodge have been approved by the Elders, and it is anticipated that 
the erection of these buildings, and the draining and laying out of the land, 
will shortly be commenced, It has been agreed that one Caretaker shall be 
employed on behalf of both congregations, and that they shall bear equally his 
salary ard the expenses attendant on the necessary filtration works. The 
Mahamad report the completion of the contract for the purchase of a site on 
which to erect new Congregational Schools, situated in Thraw) and Wentworth 
Streets, Spitalfelds. Plans for the new buildings were approved, and the lowest 
tender, amounting to £4517, from Messrs, Harris and Wardrop, has been 
accepted, and building operations have been commenced. It is confidently 
anticipated that the schools will be ready for occupation not later than 
September next. The Mabamad bave obtained authority from the Elders to 
make an appe || towards the Building Fund at such time as they may think 
opportune. Favoured by the exceptional weather experienced during the ‘ast 
few weeks, good progress is being made with the new synagogue in Maida Vale 
by the builders, who, it is confidently believed, may be expected to complete 
their work by August next, the time stipulated in their contract, The quota 
claimed by the Jewish Religious Education Bosrd from this synagogue for the 
first year was £47, and in response to the appeal made t» the Yetndim for the 
first time in Ellul last, contributions amounting to £35 1/)3, were either received

Mr. D. BENOLIEL said he thought that in educational matters the congregation

Mr. A. Linpo Henry pressed for a reply to his inquiry about the mortuary 
halls at the new cemetery, as he considered the answer of Mr, Lindo extremely 
unsatisfactory. 

Mr, Josuva M, Levy replied that two mortuary halls were desired by the 
Elders, as appeared also to have been desired by the West London Sy aagogue. 
He was unable to inform the meeting of the reasons by which the Liders had 
been guided. Mr. Levy called attention to the inconsistency of Mr. Benoliel, 
who, while objecting to the grant to the Jewish Religious Board, demanded that 
a service should be instituted at Kippur for a body of persons, the majority of 
whom were Ashkenazim, © 

Mr. J. Pinro complained that the Mahamad had made no reference in their 
report to what had been called the Ramegate scandal, The Executive were 


_ always talking about the dignity and honour of the congregation, and he con- 


sidered the Yehidim had the mghbt to be informed on a matter in which that 


diguity and that honour were at stake. 


The CHAIRMAN said he stood that day in a grave position. He was inclined 


to think that the Yehidim had no vote 1a regard to the College at Ramsgate, 


because, by the deed of gift, the management was entirely in the hands of the 
Elders, and as they had not derived their powers from the Yehidim the latter 
could pass no resolution, During the many years that he had presided at the 
annual meetings, he had never tried to stifle discussion, and he did not wish to 


- do so on the present occasion. Batas the matter to which Mr. Pinto had reierred 


was still sub judice, it being in the hands of a special committee—on which he 
(the Chairman) hid been elected, though he declined to serve—he appealed to 
that gentleman whether serious loj)ury might not be done to the congregation by 
a discussion at the present moment. He would be glad for an expression of 
opinion trom the meeting in support of bis view. 

Mr. BE. A. Lixpo according'y moved, and Mr. E. L, Mocarra seconded, that 
the question be not discussed, 

Mr, A. Linvo Henry and Mr, D. A. Romarn supported the motion on the 
ground that a discussion would be inopportane, Mr. Romain added that the 
Yehidim bad the nght to criticise the action of any official of the congregation, 


whether paid from the congregational funds or not.

Feeling, however, that it might be possible that the present meeting would be 
largely attended by Elders, he had in his motion suggested an alternative for the 
admission of reporters, He, however, expressed his preference for this course, 
because the presence of reporters at the meetings would materially tend to 
strengthen interest in congregational affairs, The paucity of the attendance that 
morning showed that the meagre information—he was going to say the bald 
reports—vonchsafed by the Executive did not tend to bring Yehidim to ‘be 
meetings Those of them who bad friends among the Elders were able to glea® 
information as to what transpired in that body, but others who were not *° 
fortunately situated knew nothing of what went on from one year to apotte!. 
Another argument in favour of bis motion was that i:s adoption by the Elders 
would do away with the publication of unofficial reports which were at times 
communicated to the press. They had recently seen unofficial reports 10 the 
Jewish Chronicle, which had given rise to further unofficial reports and to 4 
ccrrespondence that was not seemly to the credit of the congregation, He 
reminued the meeting that the constitution of the synagogue with regard to the 
election of Elders had been varied. ‘These gentlemen were now elected for three 
years, and in view of their offering themselves for re-election the Yebidim shou! 
be allorded an opportunity of knowing bow they had acted and voted. He 
hoped not only that his motion would be carried, but that the Elders would act 
Mr. D. A. Romain seconded the motion. He said that interest in the sy24~ 
gogue could only be obtained by the Yehidin being made acquainted with the 
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working of the congregation during the twelve months 
meeting. He would be glad if the resolution could be widened by providin 
for the admission of Yebidim as spectatcrs to the meetings of Elders in the 
game way as ratepayers were permitted to be present at meetings of Vestries 

Mr, D. Benoit. moved as an amendment the omission of the words after 
“to their meetings.” He said it would be in the knowledge of many people 
that the grandest ideas, when brought forward, were often treate with 
derision. Svch treatment had just been given on the Executive bench to the 
suggestion of Mr. Romain, who bad asked for nothing more than was penenh- 
able. We were moving with the times; and yet there were some in that room 
who wished to tether themselves to old habits. Intelligence must ferce itself 
through, and public business must be regulated according to the ‘ideas cf 
constituents, It was inconsistent for a body to elect representatives. and for the 
latter to shut themselves up in a chamber of secrecy and only vouchsafe a little 
information once a year. ‘l'his course was against all constitutional 1 * 
was it possible for the Yehidim to test the responsibility of the Elders unless 
they knew the platform ou which those representatives acted, He did not wish 
every delicate matter to be brought to the public light through the press; but 
there were many other matters with which the Yehidim had the right to ‘be 
acquainted, and if this were done changes might take place which would redound 
to the credit of the congregation. He would, as an instance refer to the 
stipends of their officials, who were paid less than the officials of similar 
standing in other similar congregations. If the Yehidim could know the salary 
given to each they would agitate and even give inore liberal contributions >A 
order that their officers should be liberally paid. That cong: egation was ke pt 
up on ten shillings in the pound derived from funded legacies, and another ten 
shillings contributed by the members, The United Synagogue, on the other 
hand, employed its funded property in the erection of Synagogues, whilst it met 
maintenance expenses frorn seat rentals and offerings, The United Synagogue 
also aroused more interest in synagogue affairs than did their own congr gation 
as was proved bv the large attendances at the Constituent Synagoyur ‘ on wh t 
was known as “ Election Sunday.” He bad proposed his amendment because he 
objected to garbled reports being sent out. . 

Mr. A, BENAbO seconded the amendment. 

Mr. Ek, L,. Mocarta (@ member of the Mahamad) said he had not intended 
to speak, but as his views had been changed by what he had beard in the room. 
he thought it but right to give his reasons. He objected to the second part «f 
the motion, because }t was dificult to prepare aa authorised report, and to 
determine on whose shoulders this responsibility should bethrown. He would. 
therefore, vote for the amendment because Mr. Lindo Henry had convinced 
him that the press should be admitted on theconstitutional ground that electors 
had the right to be informed how those whom they placed in power discharged 
their trust. 

Mr, I. GeNEsE said that the Yehidim had been kept inthe dark for mauy 
years. He had been a Yah.d fer thirty six years, but even now he cid not know 
who the Elders were, and what was their number. Outsiders supposed that the 
meetings of Elders were largeiy attended, but it had leaked out that at one of 
the meetings 1t was proposed to reduce the quorum to seven, so thatas the 
Mabamad consisted of five gentlemen only two Elders need attend in order to 
constitute a meeting. The Yehidim were told that they took no interest in the 
aifairs of the Congregation, and did not come to their meetings. Surely if the 
Elders did not attend the meetings of that body, the Yehidim could not be 
expected toattend theirs, 

Mr, A, Linpo HeENky announced that, with the approval of his seconder, he 
would accept Mr. Benoliel’s amendment. 

Mr. Jostiux M,. Levy said that he took part in securivg the adm'ssion of 
the press to the meetings of Yehidim, and was at that time in favour of 
reporters gaining admission to tbe meetings of Elders. But when he approached 
the subject more closely, he bad been brought to see the inconvenience that would 
arise from the presence of the press. The Yehidim might be compared to the 
shareholders cf a Corporation, and the Elders were in the position of a Board 
of Directers. He claimed that the Yebidim obtained as much information from 
the report of an institution in which they had a sentimental interest, as the 
shareholders in a company did of a body in which they bad a material interest, 
The Elders not only considered delicate matters, but they had much routine 
business which was of interest neither to the press nor to the Yehidim. A previous 
speaker had referred to the small attendance at meetings of the Elders. Bat 
ihe Elders were in that respect like the Yehidim. If the ageuda were an interest- 
ing one,a full meeting would ensue; but if the business were of a humdrum 
character, it would be difficult to get many people to attend. However much 
he sympatbised with Mr, Lindo Henry, be could not fivour his motion, 

Mr. J. Pinro said he had not seen sufficient advantage had been gained from 
admitting the press to meetings of Yehidim to warrant the extension of the 
privilege to the gatherings of Elders. Let them first put things straight before 
yiving to the world a knowledge of their secret doings. 

A vote was then taken, and resulted in the motion being carried by a 
Majority of \.—15 voting for, and 4 against.

arrangemects, should be able to bave them brought before the responsible heads 
of the Burial Board without fuss or publicity, At the meetings they made it a 


rule not to make menticn of names, but from the reports they received they | 


were satisfied that in certain districts and among a certain class of the 
community their society performed its use fal duties wherever sad opportunity 
arose. ‘Tre better class inhabitants in the Nortb, North-west and West of 
Londcn appeared to be those who most highly appreciated the society, but it was a 
matter of common knowledge that the mortality amorg such classes was of the 


hghtest. The Society worked well in so far as concerned that section cf the | 


community, which being trained amid refined surroundings recoiled from direct 
contact with those whcse business was with post-mortem duties. This was 
one of the objects of the organisation and to a considerable extent it bad been 
successful, On the other band he could not say that they had any good record 
of woik done amorg their bretlren whose position was such that they had to 
appeal to the consideration of the community to remit the charge for the funeral 
or even amoog those who, belorging to the indepe.dent artisa , 
a reduced tee for what are called second-class funera's. As regerds the 
latter class, however, the Society had not much to reproach itself, as those cf 
them who belonged to the Federation cf Synagogues—and they were 
many—had formed a Chevra Kadisha for themselves on the same lines and 
were doing good and brotherly work. It was as regards the poor that 
be thought they were not doing their duty.

aware cf the presence of the watcber tefore death. That incident he might “4 
had a great effect on him ; it was due to that incident that Le eteod tein thet 
day, and he trusted that the custom of employing a paid Watcher cf the 
dying would soon cease to exist in any class of socie ty. With 
the poor he confessed there were difficulties. He was not referring to 
those who lived in the smail colonies in Notting Hill or in Soho Edgware Road 
district and elsewhere. He meant the great mass who resided east of Ald ata 
in small houses, in single rooms where there was very frequently no so 
possible, and where the dying and healthy were side by side. Few he thoes 
present actually lived in the district, and those whose occupations took them to 
the vicinity for one third of a day were unable to give attention to any outside 
matters during the hours of engrossing business. Still, it was really worth makin 
the effort, for there was no greater act of religion than charity, :

They were aware that a great proportion of those who were oy 
the pension list of the Jewis) Boari of (iuardians consisted of 
widows and young orphans, What a world of good could be done by holding 
out a friendly band to the bereaved ones, and advising them how, with timely 
help, they could render themselves independent of further assistance. 
In the case of children, too, and there were 75/7 of these among the 
poor, what scope there was for kindly advice so as to save the rest of the family 
from the fate of the one, The quasi-religious s*nction given to the words of 4 
member of a Chevra Kadisha spoken over the death-bed would have more e‘fec: 
for good than all the talk of honorary or professional visitors, gree as they 
might be. He was glad to announce in this connection that Mr, M, Van Tha! 
had consented to be an Administrator for the East Ead. As to matters of 
organisation, owing to their progressing condition, the Committee had not carried 
out the details cf the government of the society. At their request, he held the 
post of presiding othcer for the past year in lieu of having a rota of officers for 
each two months, That trust he now resigned. In his work he had been 
associated with Mr. Alexander, who had acted as Hon. Secretary, and he could 
testify that a more earnest and irtelligent manager they could not wish to have. 
In fact, while he (Mr, Franklin) had been but a mere figure-head, Mr. Alexander 
had been the rudder of the ship. In conclusion, though doubtless some resoly- 
tion would later on ba proposed on the subject, he desired to thank the authori- 
ties of this synagogue for the hospitality they had extended to them, to thank 
the Rev. J. L. Geffen and Mr. D. M. Vavis. for the conduct of the service. 
Mr. H. J. Phillips for his excellent arrangements, and above all, the Rev, §, 
Singer, for his splendid sermon, 

Mr. Morris Haruts, in moving a vote of thanks to the President, bore 
testimony to the active part Mr. Franklio had tikea ina creating the Society, 
He assured the meeting that the members of the Chevra Kadisha of the 
Federation of Synagogues were only too willing to give their services even for 
persons not connected with their body. Referring t» the burial statistics ¢: 
the United Synagogue, he averred that the only reason why they were sy 
absurdly compiled was to increase unjustly and unfairly the number of chart ¢y 
funerals, and so to cast a slur on the poor. He hoped io future those statistics 
would give only the number of aduits and cf children above the age of one 
month, 

Mr. Asner Isaacs, who seconded the motion, said that the President was 
an honour t» the name he bore, 

The motion was carried, and Mr. FraNkLin in responding said he had 
intended to resign but he would continue in office until a rota had betn 
ai rar ged, 

Toe Rev. M. Aver, B.A., moved that Mr. Franklin be requested to 
remain in office for another year. Mr. Adler spoke of the great utility of the 
work of the Chevra, and especially in hospitals, where in the midst of Christian 
neighbours a real Kiddash Hasbem could be performed. 

Mr. GErRsHon FRIEDLAND#kR seconded the motion and advised that more 
work should be done in the East Eod of London.

“The Lord deal kindly with you, as ye have dealt with the dead, and with me."—Ruth i. 3. 

Let me offer you, my friends, a very cordial welcome here to day, and not 
the least cordial welcome to such of you a8 may have c me froma distance to 
take part in this solemn service in connection with the Chevra Kadieha. It was 
me Uppy inspiration which induced you to vary the place of the annual meeting of 
vour Association or * holy Brotherhood of Ministrants to the dying and the dead.” 
ast year it was held in the east, this year in the west; in future. it may be, vou 
will choose other districts of the meétrop lis for the purpose of your commemo- 
ration. It helps to emphasiza the idea of which this society is a eymbol, and 
«hie sooner or later is forced upon the most reluctant understanding—the idea 
<¢ the essential equality of all men, for that God has sent two great levellers into 
dis world—Death and Religion ; Death which levels down, Religion which 
levels up. 

Both points are illustrated by the events associated with our text. Elimelech 
od his family had left their famine-stricken country and betaken themselves to 

ind of plenty. But did they escape the fate they dreaded ? Had they 
made a covenant with death ? Death followed them from hungry Judea to 
Moab. and there laid low the head of the household and both his sons. Happily 
oo. ia that same story of Ruth, Religion, that other mighty leveller, manifests 
its sovereign power to raise mortals to heights that were otherwise unattainable 
oy them. Not even the Bible itsclf has anything more sublime to tell us 

‘oeerning Faith and Faithfuloess than Ruth's immortal utterance, Thy people 
shall be my people and thy God my God.” j 

But how has she risen to that spiritual height? How? By starting with 
a ts of simple human goodness. ‘* The Lord dea! kindly with you,” said Naomi, 

‘as ye have dealt with the dead and with me.” Surely there is more in this than 
_ reference to the conduct of Ruth and her sister towards their husbands in their 

imme. “Ye have dealt kindly with the dead "—when they died ye did not 
forget your daty to them. “ Ruth and Orpah applied themselves to the 
nreparation of the grave clothes for the dead,” saye the Midrash, by way of illus- 
tration. There ie nothing improbable in the inference, nor indeed in concluding 
that thev fulfilled all such eervices as were due from the faithful living to the 
beloved dead; that they devoutly attended to the funeral rites; that they 

ono cred the memory of their dead husbands, and, for their sakes, showed 
kindness to the trebly bereaved widow and mother. And, once under the 
impetus which such deeds of practical goodness impart, Ruth stops not in her 
upward course until she reaches the spiritual level of those who * come to trust 
under the wings of the Lord God of Israel.” 

Such, I take it, is also the object which a society like the Chevra Kadisha 

aims at—to let humanity aid religion, and religion humanity, in the hope that 
inally the twain may merge in a union of perfection. But what is it you more 
specially undertake % You soothe the last hours of the dying ; you join your 
prayers to theirs, or, if they be too feeble for apeeoh themesives, you become 
their mouthpiece in prayer as they set out on the last journey across the dark 
river to the promised land ; you supervise the last rites of our holy faith ; you 
vuarantee their decorous observance, the 777 the lustration of the body, its 
cuardianship above, its interment in the soil; you are at hand to co:nfort those 
that mourn, and you permit them to feel that neither in their sorrow nor in their 
petitions to Heaven tor strength and qonsdlation are they alone. All this has to 
done quietly, unobtrusively, sympatketigally, and above all tactfully. People 
without tact are not of much use amonythe dying and the sorrowful... But for 
that matter neither are they of much use among the living and the joyful. 

Hut our meeting here to-day under the auspices of the Chevra Kadisha 
suggests a few reflections of a kindred: character, which I trust may not be 
deemed inappropriate by any who have had to make experience of the trials and 
sorrows of mortality. In the first place, let me remark : | know there are people 
who lool upon all reference to these subjects as indications of a morbid spirit. 
You must not mention Death to eara polite. Is it-not rather a question whether 

narge of a morbid spirit does not recoil upon those who wake it? Are they 
not more truly morbid in their sensitiveness, in their timidity, in their self- 

indulgence, in their wilful blindness, they who refuse to realive that, differing as 
we may in all things else, death is the one experience each child of man_is 
‘stined to face? ‘To contemplate from time to time, even geri msl y to prepare 
i debt all nature has to pay, is not the mark of a diseased Imagination, All 
uealthy exjoyment of life implies a just estimate of the value of life, 

Then, again, there are those who consider all reference to their dead as a 

‘less clouding of the sunshine of life. QO what do they not lose out of the 
sacred treasury of the reminiscences of love who banish or supprese ill mention 


if their departed loved ones! I see no signs of such a tendency in worda like

would become, if we accustomed ourselves not only to think of our dead, but

to consign their names to a silence as of thetomb? Do people ilatter thermse'!ves 
to obtain an immunity from grief by shunning the mention of those they have

Once more: in the task of ministering to the dying and the dead it ts 
Cesirable that the residents of every district, rich and poor, men and women, 
‘ould take their share, Some there are, no doubt, who are ¢ mnstitutionaily 
uoht for such services. But it is possible, and indeed but too common, to 
‘aggerate this supposed natura! untitness and inability. People too re udily 
persuade themselves that they have a constitutional untitness for whatever is In 
the least degree unpleasant or trying to them, as if these things coul Oe banished 
from any life, as if the ideal of existence would be to pass from the beginning 
of it to the end, always light-hearted and unthinking, without 4 sipgie check 
“pon the spirit of merriment, as Marie Antionette is said to have entered and 
passed through France on her marriage, every object that might distress the 
Princess, the poor, the sick, the mained, the halt and the blind being carefully 
“pt out of the range of her Imperial Highness’ eyes ! Wonderful itis to observe 
‘) what heights of heroic endeavour, self-devotion and self-sacrifice, people can 
rise when the occasion demands it, and there are not a few families, | am sure,

expect to iad in the Book of Ruth—itself a model of the best Hebrew atyle—ia 
The peculiarity has not been overlooked by the Jewish commentators. Rabbi 
Moses Alshaich aptly remarks thereon that the masculine form of speech is used 
because these women did the work of men in providing what was needed 
for the dead. The explanation is a striking one. But may we not give 
to the whole incident a wider meaning, and say that these women manifested 
in the hour of their bereavement the strength of will, the self-command, the 
control over their emotions which we usually consider characteristic of the 
males of the human species, and, in their eager and wifely zeal to do all that 
love and respect demanded, suppressed: for the time being all thought of their 
own loss and sorrow ? The Lord deal kindly with you, brave women, even as ye 
have acted with covrageous kindness towards the dead. 

Now, as most of you are aware, the highest form of kindness is expressed in 
Hebrew by the phrase 755 M73. No exact equivalent exists in the English 
language for the Hebrew at least, l kn Ww of none, The ex pression 
carries with it more than kindness, more than charity, more than benevolence. It 
means an act of love which looks for no return, for no return, 1 will not say of 
material gain, but not even for a returnin the shape of human love. Of this 
form of loving-kindness, the purest is assuredly that shown to the dead. All 
other love may be tainted with sellishness, sometimes unsuspected by our our- 
selves. At all events, it is possible that advantage may accrae to us from the 
living to whom we have rendered eervice, if only ia the precious recompense of 
that affection for which the human heart. however hardened, cannot help craving. 
But for the kindness we show to the dead, what reward can we expect from them ? 
They come not again. What we do for them is done for love's sake, or what is 
the same thing, for God's sake, It is the highest, the purest Gemiluth Chesed. 

And yet, somehow, such love always brings its recompense in another way, 
whether in the perpetu ition of its own example among others, or in the comfort 
How touching a 
lesson is that which the Tulmud draws from the incidents connected with the 
deaths of some of the great men of old! On the death of Jacob, who is it that 
undertakes the task of the patriarch’s obsequies ?° [t is Joseph, the greatest of his 
sons. Lis almost regal! state is laid aside or is employed only to do honour to his 
fathers remains. “And Joseph went up to bury his father and with him were 
the servants of Pharaoh: the elders of Ins house, and his brethren and his 
father's householl—chariots and horsemen—a very great eompany.” In the 
of time Joseph dies; and who is that charges himself with the care of 
sremains ? Moses, the greatest of Israclites ; for while the rest were thinking 
only of the spoil they could take with them from the land of Egypt, “ Moses 
took the bones of Joseph with him,” to give them a resting place in the promised 
land, according to Joseph's last wish. The hour comes for Moses to quit this 
world. The greatest of the sons of Israel—who will perform for //i the last 
tender sacred offices ? None other than the Lloly One, blessed be He; as it is 
said, **And Moses the servant of the Lord died at the word of the Lord. and He 
buried him in the valley in the land of Moab.” And not for Moses alone, deciared 
the Talmud, but for every good man and woman God himself is surety, as it is

said, “Let thy piety go before thee, the glory of the Lord will follow thee.” 


Yes, when all else fails us, the Lord will deal kindly with us, if we have deal: 
kindly with the dead, 

Two truths—the one the most soiemn, the other the most lofty—it is given 
to mortal man to realise; two truthsare mightily borne in upon every one whose 
sacred privilege it has been to minister to the dying and the dead. The one is 
that death, however dreaded, is not dreadful. It is in the thought, in the antici- 
pation of death, that all the terror lies, not in death itself. When death crosses 
the threshold the mind has already ceased to register the sufferings of the body. 

Sefore the suprewe moment arrives when the soul slips her fetters and starte on 
her flight heavenwards, her ancient companion, the body, has loat all sensation, 
all consciousness, ‘fear is more pain than is the pain it fears,” says the poet, 
and it is literally true that when the Angel of Death aims his dart at us, by that 
time already * the bitterness of death is past.” 

And the other truth we learn on these ove isiOns, the highest it is in the power 
of man t@ grasp regarding himself, is that the lifeless clay then lying before us is 
not the creature whom we knew, and who knew us, who thought and felt, and 
loved and hated, and hoped and feared, and sutfered and rejoiced, and doubted 
and believed but a few short hours or minutes before. Wecannot bolieve it. 
That body was something that belonged to him, as his garments belonged to 
him ; it was //s, it was not, it could not. have been /e. Like the other 
material creations of God, He changeth it, as a vesture, and it is changed—it is 
put aside, it perishes; and its epitaph might be written as that of 
Socrates might have been, “ Here lies nof Socrates.” Nowhere so convincingly as 
at a death-bed do we learn this lesson of the difference between body and soul, 
between the real man and his tenement, or feel in our innermost hearta what all 
arguments addressed to our heads might fail to prove to us, that it is the dust 
that returns to the earth as it was, but the spirit returns to God who gave it. 

And herein perhaps is the greatest kindness (rod renders to us in loving 
recompense for kindness shown by us to the dead—in recompense, unasked, 
unthought of, undreamed of—that we perceive with a clearness that otherwise 
never would be ours, the distiaction between the mortal and the immortal part of 
Th/s is the kindness God will show to you who have dealt kindly with the 
Amen.

Asthey were aware, the 
School Board system had grvatly affected the fate of the Voluntary Schools in 
the Jewish community as elsewhere, During the last twenty years, though 
the Jews of London had greatly increased in numbers, not « single new 
Voluntary School, combining secular and religious instruction, had been founded. 
The old ones had been preserved and had justified their existence by the work 
they did, but new schools cf this kind were not formed, What foilowed from 
this? ‘That a large amountcf energy had been set free to be devoted to strictly 
religious edueatiop, so that everywhere the means might be provided for 
instructing in the principles and duties of their faith those whose education 
would otherwise be defective, one-sided, and, therefore, possibly mischievous.

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DEATH OF THE “KOWNO 


RABBI YITZCHAK ELCHANAN SPECTIoR. 


PERSONAL REMINISCENCES BY THE REV. A. A. GREEN. 


Toe death of Ribdi Yitzshak Elchinaa Spoctor the ags of 83—the 
great Rabbi of Kowno, removes from our midst one of the most eminent, and 
perhaps, quite the most i of great personalities by whom modera 
Jewish lite bas consented to be influenced. He was a noble type of a great Riv 
His scholarship was great, bis earnest piety ‘was purity itself, his unselfish- 
ness was, indeed, a sweet thing to see, Dignity and graciousness reigned 
together in his bearing, and his marvellous combination of every qualit 
that a Rav should possess; lcaraing, piety, industry, tact, lo alty and broad- 
mindedness gave him a kingly state among the Jews of tussia, and made 
bis Ecclesiastical writ to run supreme among orthodox Jews from end to 
end of the civilised world. Certainly no Rabbi in modern times has 
enjoyed such undisputed authority in Jewish ritual and, <qually certainly 
no Rabbi of any time could have used such authority with truer wisdom apa 
beneficence, wielding his power with single-minded sincerity and bearing his 
honour with meekncss and with innocence, The present writer had appreciated 
his greataess long before it had seemed possible that he should mak: bis personal 
acquaintance, No one brought into contact with Jews of Rassian and Polish 
connection could fail to grasp the greatness of a man who reigned in so maby

hearts as one to be loved to veneration. Here was an authority whom no one | 


ventured to dispute, The truly learned amoog one’s foreign friends did not 
attempt to quest:on any opinion of R, Yitichak E chanan acd—what was more 
wonderful—neither did the truly ignorant. Bat it was not as a ritual specialist 


hear about. It was plainly evident that the man was loved for himself. What 
struck me many years ago among my good and kind friends the foreign 
Jewish poor of Sheflield, who were mostly from the provincsa of Kowno, was 
that however poor a man might ba, he was always able to fiad enough to 
purchase a picture of the Riv and to have it framed well. I have known men 
who would have deprived themselves of some necessity rather than that their 
humble homes should lack the genial features of the man they loved, The 
actual meeting with R. Yitzchak Elchanan was a rare experience, iv., antici- 
pation more than realised, No picture that one can draw of him—especiaily a. 
this moment of going to press—can do justice to one’s impression of such a 
man, The familar rough print, strikiog as even that is, had not prepared me 
for the beautifal old man I saw before me, He was at his prayers when I called 
on bim and came to me at the completion of his devotions, still wearing his 
tallis and unwinding bis tephillin. He looked every incha Rav with bis long 
rybe, his knee breecbes and satin shoes, but it was his face that rivetted 
attention immediately—a lovely face with its keen bright eyes, its sweet stron 

mouth and its grand broad forehead, while beneath his cap there clustere 

his long snow-white hair. I rose to my feet as one rises in the presence of a 
King. His welcome was grace itself to a mere stranger, but when I explained to 
him that | was an English Minister he drew me to him with all possible affect:on 
and gave me his blessing. I can never forget the conversation with him during 
a long happy morning. I found him as keen to learn of Eaglish Jews and 
Judaism as | was to gather local information, He knew most of our pablic 
men—had corresponded with many—but his interest was greatest of all 
when he found I had known Dr. Asher so well. He held my hand all the time 
I spoke of this best and wisest of friends, and he himself spoke of his own 
sense of loss. Hespoke of our then Chief Rabbi, Nathan Adler, as a great 
scholar, a master in Talmudic lore and Jewish ritual, He quit> anpreciated 
the exact position of English Jews in face of tie problems arising out of the

pee with the liberty we enjoy in England. ‘To him the streets ot 
ondon were almost as familiar as the paths of his own * Nabardea,” although, 
but for one memorable journey to meet Montefiore on his miszion to Czar 
Nicholas, he has hardly moved out of Kowno since he left his first Rabbinate 
in Novoradok. He was in constint correspondence with several London friends, 
was intimately acquainted with the affairs of Shechita here, and familiar with 
all the sectarian politics of Whitechapel. He was a staunch ally of our 
ecclesiastical authorities as lawfully constituted, and deprecated and denounced 
the mischiefmaking and turbulence cf “ ungrateful” countrymen of his own 
who caused +trife aad discord in the land of their adoption. 

Of bimse!f he talked little and of affairs so diplomatically and sensibly 
that, though evident!y no longer in his prime, he thoroughly justified his great 


_Treputation, And his reputation was unmistakably great—at Paris and at Berlin, 


at London and at Jerusalem, as much as at Wilno itself, the Kehilla of his son 
—appropriately styled “ Rabbinowitz” the “Ra»bi's Son.” All along the 
Russo-Polish railwav line I had heard of him and his goodness. Not the least of 
his admirers was a New Woman of Riga, who wrote Germain novels and sketches 


: and articles, and who was often the literary mout%piece of her persecuted 
—a great authority on Din—that I found R. Yitschak Elchanan, attractive to | ° ‘ 


brothers and sisters, She died a couple of years ago, poor thing, or I had not 
dared to say so much. 


And now Rabbi Isaac Elkan Spector, the Nowno Rav, is dead, It is jasta 


week since they buried him full of years and honours, and we must mourn the 


loss of a very Prince in Israel. Tae loss cin never be quite made good, for 
though his son is able and learned and earnest, and his grandson a promising 
University student, the position that Rabbi he!d was quite unique, It was due 
not so much to the authority he compelled as an unrivalled Talmudist, as to the 
complete confidence he enjoyed for tact and unselfish singleness cf purpose. He 
leaves us a formidable array of literature, sufficient to command the respect of 
even so doughty a bibliograph as him we are about to Jubilate. His three most 
important works are collections of responsa, for he was probably the most

wickedness drove away, he regarded Eagland as the stronghold of the future of 
Judaism, By this I mean the England of the English Jew, whose loyalty to 
Judaism he quite recognised and honoured. It would have been no surprise 
to anyone who had ever spoken on this subject to bim whep, on being appealed

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MENASSEH BEN ISRAEL'S MISSION. 


On the invitation of the local Jewish Literary and Social Society, Mr. 
Lucien Wolf paid a flying visit to Glasgow last week, and on Sunday evening 
delivered a lecture in the Waterloo Rooms, on “ Menasseh ben Israel and the 
Anglo-Jewish Negotiations in 1655—56." Mr, Micuae. Simons, J.P., presided, 
and in introducing the lecturer, referred appreciably to his work as @ London 
journalist and to the services he bad rendered Anglo-Jewish Listory by pro- 
moting the establishment of the Jewish Historical Society of England, of which 
he had been President from the start. 

Mr. Wo r’s lecture was a popular version of his many papers on the Re- 
settlement, and comprised a sketch of the middle period of Anglo-Jewish 
hietory, when no Jews were suffered to have lived in England ; an account of 
the Secret Congregation which worshipped in Cree Church Lane, and Leaden- 
hall Street, and a recital of the dramatic circumstances under which the Marrano 
community was discovered. Some new matter was introduced in regard to the 
petition of the Cartwrights to General Fairfax in 1648, Mr. Wolf showed 
that this was a portion of a considerable movement among the Puritans 
in Amsterdam and London which lasted all through 1648 and 1049 ; that it was 
in connection with this movement and not with the later negotiations of 
Menasseh ben Israel that the story was first set afoot, that the Jews had made 
an offer to buy St. Paul's Cathedral for a synagogue, and that not only were 
the Commonweselth Generals in favour of granting the petition, but that at a 
meeting held at Whitehall in the same year a toleration of ‘‘ Turkes, Papists 
and Jewesa” was voted. In illustration of the lecture, Mr, Wolf exhibited 
facsimiles of some of te most important documents connected with the re-settle- 
ment and three portraits of Menasseh—the tint engraving by Salom Italia, the 
famous etching by Rembrandt, and a splendid autotype copy, officially obtaiaed 
from St, Petersburg, of the painting by Rembrandt, which is preserved in the 
Hermitage, and is alleged to represen: Menasseh, In regard to these portraits 
Mr. Wolf pointed out that only the engraving by Italia was absolutely 
authentic. Both the etching and the painting by Rembrandt were open to some 
doubt which required investigation. | 

On the motion of Mr, C. B. Manon, seconded by the Rev. E, P. Putiiirs, a 
hearty vote of thanks was passed to the lecturer. Mr. Wolf briefly returned 
thanks and proposed a similar compliment to the chairman. 


WESTMINSTER JEWS’ FREE SCHOOL. 


The following is the entire téxt of the report of the Rev, 8, Singer upon 
the results of the last Hebrew Examination :— 

In all three divisions of the School (Boys, Girls, and Infants) the work of the 
respective Standards has been conscientiously gone through and satisfactorily grasped. 
Special stress, | am glad to find, has been laid upon the moral teachings of Judaism. The 
general knowledge of the principles and duties of our Faith imparted to your pupils ought 
to furnish them with a sound religious foundation for their lives. In Scripture there was 
some unevenness in the degree of efficiency of the various classes, though none of them fell 
below a good average Translation and Grammar were very good, and the fluency, 
distinctness and correctness of Hebrew reading left little to be desired. The Infants have 
been carefully and sympathetically taught. 

One boy was presented and passed in the 7th standard. As he is only ten years of 
age and has also passed the 7th Standard of H.M. Inspector, he is evidently a boy of 
exceptional ability and promise, and as such deserves, and will no doubt receive the 
special attention of the Managers. 

The strenuous spirit of your Head Master, Mr. Woolf, and of your Head Mistress, 
Miss Hertzon, pervading the whole school, makes each annual examination a source of 
unmixed pleasure to the Examiner. 

If in our community we had a system of Merit Grants for proficiency in Hebrew and 
Religion in our Voluntary Schools, | should have no hesitation in marking your Institution 
in all its three departments as “ Excellent.” 


JEWS’ INFANT SCHOOLS. 


— — 


The following is the report of the Hebrew Examiners for 1896 :— 

We have the pleasure to report that we visited the Buckle Street School, on January 
2ith and conducted the ph tats, Examination in Hebrew and Religion. It is a source of 
satisfaction to us to point out that although the examination was held some six weeks 
earlier than in previous years, there was no falling off from the high standard of efficiency 
which we have become accustomed to expect in this School. 

728 children were present at the examination. 

The work of all the classes was very satisfactory and there is no reason to call attention 
tO any individual class. Miss Sions, the Head Mistress, was absent on the occasion of our 
visit In consequence of illness, and it is due to her and her assistants to state that the 
order throughout the Schhol was all that could be desired. 

COMMERCIAL STREET SCHOOL.—This School was examined by us on January 30th, 
when the attendance was, in the morning, 861, and in the afternoon, 873. Classes I. and II. 
consisting of 160 children, were examined in Standard I. of the Chief Rabbi's Code and 
acquitted themselves remarkably well. The work of the classes below the Standard was 
uniformly good, and we congratulate Miss Maers and her staff on the results obtained in 
this department of their work. In conclusion we beg to testify that the difficulty of 
making the Elementary Lessons in Hebrew interesting to young children is successfully 
dealt with in both branches of this large School.
